SUBJECT- Attendance at Meeting of the President’s Commission for the 
' Study of Ethical Problems in Medicine and Biomedical and 

Behavioral Research - Washington, D.C., 13, 14 November 1981 


The President's Commission meeting in Washington considered, 
amono other topics, a draft of the biennial report to the President 
and Congress. Agency information on human research included in 
?he 22 Sctober 1981 letter from the Deputy Director for Administration 
was included in this report. 

On Saturday, 14 November, an opportunity was provided for the 
Commissioners to comment and question the liaison officers from 
the agencies in liaison with the Commission. With respect to the CIA, 
lit Commissioners were interested in how they might feel secure that 
?he Central Intelligence Agency was conforming to rules with respect 
to the conduct of research on human subjects, as established in the 
guidelines of the Department of Health and Human Services. I cited 
th^ i-= V ; -^tablishing the Commission and the Agency s liaison 
r elat^o" =hip with the Commission; Executive Order 12036, incorporating 
theKHS guidelines ; internal Agency regulations further incorporating 
the HHS Guidelines; the Congressional oversight function cohering al 
en^ activities; the Agency Human Subjects Research Panel, composed 
of representatives from each Directorate of the Agency; the 1973 
charcebv the Director of Central Intelligence -- with subsequent updates 
directing emolovees to report suspected cases of misconduct to the 
Director! Ld the integrity of Agency employees themselves as working 
forces to ensure compliance. In response to other questions, the 
Commissi oners were assured that Institutional Review Boards reviewing 
for research sponsored for or conducted by the Agency would 
contain i member from outside the Agency, as prescribed in the HHS 
delations. The Chairman of the Commission was assured that the
